SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The compact disc sound recording Kurupt G-TV is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The publication is a compact disc sound recording (CD) that is to be marketed as a 
"bonus CD" included in a package with the DVD G-TV. The CD contains seven tracks, 
which are all unreleased "gangsta" rap music songs by various rap music artists, 
although several feature the rap artist Kurupt. 

Some of the song lyrics contain brief but direct references to sexual activity and 
women's body parts using explicit and offensive language. The sexual references are 
sometimes delivered in an aggressive and misogynistic tone. Some of the song lyrics 
also either threaten or describe violence and the infliction of serious physical harm in 
quite an aggressive manner, including references to beating people up and shooting 
them. Some song lyrics also contain brief references to criminal activity including 
using illegal drugs such as cannabis. Offensive language is pervasive throughout. 

Some of these references are exaggerated and are not intended to be taken at face 
value but rather fit into the "boasting" style characteristic of "gangsta" rap. However, it 
may take some maturity on the part of the listener to discern and appreciate this, which 
children and younger teenagers may not have. The lyrics might encourage 
impressionable young people to adopt the aggressive attitudes (both sexual and 
violent) espoused in the songs and possibly express these in violent behaviour. 
Similarly the manner in which drug use is presented may make it appear attractive to 
impressionable young persons. In addition to this, the explicit sexual referencing is

considered inappropriate for children and younger teenagers. For these reasons, the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless its availability is restricted 
to an audience of persons aged 16 years or over. 

The classification of this publication as a restricted publication represents a limit on the 
freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
Flowever, considering the manner in which the publication deals with matters of sex, 
violence and crime, restricting the publication to an audience aged 16 years of over is 
considered to be the least intrusive option available to achieve the objective of 
preventing the likelihood of injury to the public good. The Classification Office believes 
that such a restriction is a reasonable limit that is consistent with the values of a free 
and democratic society.
